The following communication was 
received and read: 


Department of Public Safety, 
City Hall, Newark, N. J., 
June 6, 1918. 
To the Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Newark, N. J. 
Gentlemen: 

As Director of Public Safety, it is 
imperative that I call to your atten- 
tion а serious situation coníronting 
the department under my supervi- 
Sion. Owing to conditions over which 
we have no control, the uniformed 
divisions of my department are dan- 
gerously undermanned. 

In these abnormal times men in 
all walks of life ‘are obliged to ob- 
tain a salary or wage commensurate 
with the ever-rising cost of life’s 
necessities, and the employees of our 
city are пс exception to the rule. 
The wage paid by the industrial con- 
cerns іп our city and vicinity is nat- 
urally attracting men who are eligi- 
ble for service in the uniformed 
forces of my department to such an 
extent that I must appeal for im- 
mediate help. 

The selective draft, as well as nu- 
merous resignations of men who were 
able to obtain more remunerative 
employment, has had the most seri- 
ous effect upon the department. In 
our efforts to exhaust the Civil Serv- 
ice lists to obtain men we have re- 
ceived a number of replies that the 
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ehgibles ‘could not accept the posi- 
tions because of the limited amount 
of pay. 

On account of the aforementioned 
conditions, I therefore present for 
your favorable consideration an or- 
dinance which, if adopted, will in my 
opinion attract to the city service 
men capable of giving to the citi- 
zens that service to which they are 
entitled for the security of their lives 
and property. 

While I keenly realize the addi- 
tional financial requirements neces- 
sary to carry out the proposed in- 
creases in salary, nevertheless in 
these abnormal times I feel the tax- 
payers will realize the exigency of 
the situation and be willing to place 
the public servants of our munici- 
pality on a par with those of sur- 
rounding cities. 

I desire to have it distinctly un- 
derstood that the proposed increases 
have not been advocated by any in- 
fluence from within the department 
or otherwise. They are prompted 
solely to meet a condition unforeseen 
six months ago and which, in my 
opinion, warrants your unanimous 
approval.

Commissioner Brennan offered the 
following ordinance, which was read 
by the Clerk: 


“An Ordinance relating to and fix- 
ing the salaries of certain officers 
and employees of the Divisions of 
Fire and Police of the Department 
of Public Safety of the City of New- 
ark.” 

Commissioner Brennan: I have 
had under consideration for some 
time the introduction of an ordinance 
increasing the salaries of men in the 
uniformed departments of the city. 
I desire to have this ordinance read 
on first reading at this time. 

My reason for offering this or- 
dinance today and using this par- 
ticular method to provide for in- 
creases in salary is that in the event 


any of the commissioners, citizens 
and others desiring to have amend- 
ments thereto may have an oppor- 
tunity to scrutinize same and on sec- 
ond reading come forth with their 
amendments. I also desire to give 
the public at large an opportunity 
of seeing what is proposed. The sal- 


aries mentioned, as set forth in the. 


ordinance, are the same as are now 
paid or have been paid since March 
lst in Jersey City. I feel that the 
city must do something to retain the 
men іп the uniformed . departments 
to properly provide the city with a 
Department of Public Safety in the 


Police and Fire Departments, and I ` 


feel that if Jersey City is able to рау 
the salaries mentioned to each police- 
man and fireman that Newark, being 
the first city of the State, should be 
in a position to do likewise. I real- 
ize what this is going to mean to the 
taxpayers, but I feel that the police- 
men and firemen feel keenly the in- 
ereased cost of living just as much 
as any of us. It is absolutely im- 
possible for the men to live and re- 
tain their standing in the depart- 
ments on the salaries they are now 
receiving. I present this for first 
reading today and I desire to have 
further action postponed until June 
27th, at which time amendments, if 
any, may be presented and discussed 
before ordering it to a third and 
final reading. Under the law of 
1918, known as the Pierson Act, tem- 
porary loan bonds can be issued to 
meet the required salaries for the 
remainder of this year. Mr. Brady, 
however, informs me that such tem- 
porary loan will have to be put in 
next year’s budget appropriation. 
The difficulty is to get men to ac- 
cept positions in the uniformed de- 
partments at $900 per year. They 
are compelled to spend from $50 to 
$57 for their summer uniforms and 
later on are compelled to spend more 
money for winter uniforms. Men 
working in the ship yards and some 
of the other manufacturing plants are 
receiving considerably more than we 
are offering to the policemen and 
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firemen without having to provide 
themselves with anything more than 
a suit of overalls. When the Civil 
Service Commission, in response to a 
request from the Commissioner of 
Jersey City, held a qualifying exam- 
ination for men over the draft age 
for service in the Police and Fire 
Departments they were only able to 
get seventeen Men even at the $1,400 
rate. 

Let the public sentiment express 
itself and let us see what the public 
thinks of it; in other words, let the 
public sentiment express itself for or 
against the proposed ordinance. I 
am perfectly frank in openly stating 
that while the matter can be referred 
to a referendum, I do not feel that 


the Departments should become in- | 


volved directly in a political proposi- 
tion if I can possibly avoid it, and 
І feel that under the proposed plan 
the public can express itself as to 
whether they are opposed or other- 
wise to the proposed increase. If 
they show a disposition to oppose it 
to the extent where I will not be 
enabled to act upon it and our de- 
partment becomes impaired through 
lack of uniformed members to prop- 
erly operate it, I feel that I am not 
to be held responsible for the con- 
dition, or this Commission will not 
be responsible.

Departments will be in very bad 
shape unless something is done to 
increase the salaries of the employ- 
ees in these departments. 

Mr. Edward Blau, representing the 
Federation of Improvement Societies 
of the City of Newark, stated that 
the Federation represents nearly all 
sections of the city and at their last 
meeting, which was attended by all 
but two delegates, it was unani- 
mously decided to have a committee 
appear before the Board of Commis- 
sioners to express the sentiments of 
the taxpayers of the city. Не stated 
the delegation represented here to- 
day are anxious to see the salaries 
of all employees in the Police and 
Fire Departments gradually raised 
to $1,500 per year; that they object 
to employees receiving more than 
this amount on account of the very 
high tax rate. Тһе raise, if granted, 
would approximately amount to 
$400,000, he said, which would mean 
а 10 per cent. increase in the present 
tax rate. 

Mr. Felix Fuld, representing L. 
Bamberger & Company, stated that 
he was a large employer of labor 
himself; that he knew the police- 
men and firemen were doing very 
good work for the city in protecting 
the homes and citizens. He urged 
the Board to grant the increases 
without delay. 

Mr. Henry Hebeler, representing 
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the Building Trades Council, stated 
that at a meeting held last Wed- 
nesday they went on record as favor- 
ing the increases in salary for the 
policemen and firemen. Не stated 
that it was a well-known fact that 
there are a great many policemen 
and firemen in service who are 
mechanics, and that mechanics on 
the outside are receiving far more 
consideration than these men in the 
city employ. 

Mr. John Mariove, residing at 657 
South 19th Street, opposed the in- 
creases on the ground that he was 
not able to realize 6% on his real 
estate investments. 

In answer to a question from Com- 
missioner Raymond as to whether or 
not he raised the rent of his tenants 
since the war began, he stated that 
he had raised the rent $2.00 per 
month, Mr. Mariove stated he had 
sixty tenants. 

Commissioner Brennan stated that 
it was impossible to obtain men for 
the Police and Fire Departments at 
the salaries being paid at the present 
time; that one hundred and fifty let- 
ters had recently been mailed from 
his office offering positions to men 
who had successfully passed the civil 
service examinations, and only forty- 
one men signified their willingness 
to accept the appointment at the sal- 
aries now paid. Of the forty-one 
appointed within the past two weeks, 
he said, eighteen of them departed 
last Tuesday morning for different 
eantonments. He stated that unless 
better inducements were offered to 
men in the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments it would be difficult to proper- 
ly operate these departments owing 
to the lack of men. 

Mr. Benjamin F. Biershing, chair- 
man of the Citizens' League, stated 
that the League did not oppose grant- 
ing increases to the policemen and 
firemen, realizing that the men per- 
formed splendid services for the city 
and therefore were entitled to more 
remuneration. He suggested that 
{һе Board abolish the position of 
Lieutenants and make them Cap- 
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tains. He stated that the League 
opposed granting a $1,000 increase 
for the battalion chiefs in the Fire 
Department, claiming this was some- 
what high and should be divided so 
that the other employees received at 
least some part of it.
